Mrs. Richter, who is, Secretary of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of the German-Ameri- 
can Alliance, and a worker against the 
Sunday-closing law, calmly reiterates 
her statement and goes farther. 

“Most women are led around by their 
preachers,” she snys. “They think on 
subjects of g 1 or evil as their 
preachers ay they should think. They 
are not free agents. 

“They are 50 controlled because they 
regard the preachers as final authori- 
ties. If a preacher says a thing is 
wrong, most of his women parishion- 
ers accept his dictum; if he says it 1s 
right, their consciences are easy on it. 

“| will go farther, admit my own 
case, and say most women are con- 
trolleg by men on most subjects. Their 
preachers control their thoughts on 
good and evil; their husbands contrel 
their thoughts en material things. In 
my own case, when my husband ex- 
presses an opinion—whether I will it 
or not—it usually becomes my opin-

ion.” 
Mrs. Richter was in her study on the 


first floor of her home at 2424 Souts 
Bighteenth street. She is a literary 
woman whose writings have been tre- 
quently published -in local German 
newspapers. She looks to be younger 
than she intimates that she is; she 1s 
emall of stature, quick and clear ot 
speech, and has an instant appreciation 
of humor: She considers life ahd its 
problems a serious matter, but not un 
oppressive one. She is emphatic; but 
while her words frequently seem bitter 
when put in print, there is no bitterness 
us she speaks them. 

“The Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
man-American Alliance took 
protest against Sunday closing because 
the gentlemen of the alliance—our hus- 
bands, brothers and sons—took it up 
first and asked us to help. So there is 
an example of masculine influence con- 
trolling women. 

“Rut we are very much in earnest. 
We have obtained 6000 names to the pro- 
test, and we shall get many more. 

“For, despite what some women may 
say, and despite their pretense of rep- 
resenting all women, there are a great 
many of their sisters who decline to 
l upon prohibition as the greates\ 
benefit in life, or an occasional glass ol 
beer or wine as the greatest curse. 


Women on Both Sides. 

“Do I refer to the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union? I do, most 
emphatically. I have nothing against 
the members of that association, re- 
member; I do not dispute their right 
to think as they do. But I, most em- 
phatically dispute their right to say 
that they represent all women in their 
peculiar position on certain social ques- 
tions. 

“T hold they have no right in appear- 
ing before a Legislature or Congress 
and say—as they have said—that all 
women think as they do, and join in 
their demands for prohibitory legisla- 
tion. $ 
“I say they have no right to include 
me on their side, and to say I think as 
they do, unless I have given them per- 
mission to say so. 

“I eny they have no right to pretend 
or represent that they voice the senti- 
ments of any women save themselves.

reed more than does the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. But we 
do not believe in fanaticism, either. We 
bélieve that ‘temperance’ retains its old 
definition, and does not mean ‘intem- 
perance.” We do not believe in prohi- 
bition, because we believe it provokes 
lawlessness instead of creating respect 
for law. 

“We do not, you understand, urge the 
Governor to abandon his position~ on 
the Sunday closing proposition. Our 
fight is for the repeal of the laws that so 
grossly limit individual rights on the 
great rest and recreation day. We have 
our own opinions as to the necessity for 
the enforcement of the Sunday closing 
law against saloons and nothing else; 
but we are not urging Gov. Folk to de- 
clare he has made a mistake in enforc- 
ing the law.”’ 

Mrs. Richter was reminded that Gov. 
Folk’s autocratic power over excise 
commissioners and police departments 
gave him absolute power over saloons, 
almost regardless of courts or the law's 
delays, whereas he had only limited 
power over other industries affected by 
the Sunday closing laws: that he could 
through his agents, close a saloun on 
any pretext, without appeal to any 
court, but could not close a barber shop 
or a grocery store, or stop street cars 
or the operation of a factory, without 
recourse to the courts. 

“Then why doesn’t he have recourse 
to the courts?” she asked. “If he can- 
not enforce all the laws, why should he 
be unfair to one class—not only of 
business men but of citizens—and en- 
force only one? 

“When Mr. Folk was starting in as a 
reformer, I asked, ‘What is he after?’ 
My friends said I was unjust. But you 
see I was right. He was after the gov- 
ernorship; now he is after something 
else. It always the way with re- 
formers.” 

“Do you think all reformers are self- 
ish?’’

“How about anti-reformers?”’

“In don’t bellewe the decrease in 
crime ts due to Sunday closing.” she 
anid. “I have nothing to say about 
the records; they may or may not be 
| Fight. if they are right, some other 
causes have contributed to the re- 
,sult, and the lessened crime is merely 
|ecotncidental with the enforcement of 
the Sunday-closing law. 

“My own observation will not permit 
me to believe that there is less drunk- 
lenness on Sunday now than there was 
| before. I believe there is more—I know 
there is more in my neighborhood. With 
ithe saloons open on Sunday, men would 
itake one or two glasses of beer; now 
‘they take cases or kegs of beer to their 
homes, or put bottles of whisky in their 
pockets. Insiead of drinkimg moderately, 
they drink to excess. 

“All day Sunday, and far into Sunday 
night, there is debauchery and drunk- 
enness. In our neighborhood is a place 
iwhere on Sunday a half-barrel of beer 
‘is put in the garret, and there men and 
boys drink and shout and dance unti 
‘Monday. Boys and men siitnk into al- 
‘leys, drink from whisky botiies and go 
|staggering and shouting along the 
street. They take half-barrels of beer 
into coal yards and spend the day drink- 
ing and carousing. These are things I 
know—things that are occurring now, 
but never occurred before the saloons 
were closed.

anthusiastic fisherman than Loring Coes, 


93 years old, of Worcester, Mass., comes 
to Maine annually for sport with rod 
and: line. Mr. Coes having finished a 
two weeks’ outing was here a few days 
ago, homeward bound. 

His angling had been successful and 
he caught more fish than most of those 
who tried to fill their credit. . 

it was not g.od weather for fishing 
much of the time, yet Mr. Coes, the old- 
est fisherman who comes to the Maine 
woods for recreation, got fish enough to 
satisfy his appetite. 

The first time Mr. Coes came to Maine 
to fish was in 1859. He has come every 
year for 46 seasons. Mr. Coes was ac- 
companied here by a grandson, Frank 
lL. Coes, who was not in it when it came 
to fishing. The veteran angler says this 
latest trip was-one of the most enjoy- 
able he has ever had. 

He says he is coming again in a few 
weeks and thinks that by that time the 
fish will have waked up and will be 
ready to greet him open-mouthed. 

“The open air and its health-giving 
properties is the main thing, after all,’ 
he said, in speaking of his trips, ‘“‘and 
i have never falled to get plenty.

DR. PALMORE SAYS HE 
ANSWERED WOMEN. 


Rev. Dr. W. B. Palmore, editor of 
the St. Louis Christian Advocate, says 
that the ladies of the German-American 
Alliance are mistaken in believing thate 
he returned to them, unopened and un- 
answered, the letter which they ad- 


dressed to him concerning the contro- 
versy over his remarks in a recent ser- 
mon touching on their attitude toward 
the enforcement of the Sunday closing 
law. 

Dr. Palmore says that he read the 
letter from these ladies and then wrote 
his answer on a considerable blank 
space at the bottom of the page on 
which the. letter was written. Then he 
reinclosed the letter in the same en- 
velope, restamped it, erased his own 
address on the envelope, and thus sent 
the letter back to the German-Ameri- 
ean Alliarice ladies. He says they made

for the Denver Savings Bank and the 
bank was closed.

The bank had more than 8000 depos- 
itors whose savings deposits aggregated 
$1,400,000 and there were also checking 
accounts aggregating several hundred 
thousand dollars before the run. 

In the petition for a receivership it is 
charged that more than $600,000 had been 
loaned to Leonard B. Imboden and 4as- 
sociates on securities of doubtful val- 
ue. The officials of the bank today 
filed an answer to the petition denying 
that. the loans complained of were made 
on fictitious securities. The Bank of 
North America of New York, holds 400 
shares, a majority of the bank's stock, 
as security for a loan of $90,000. These 
shares stand on the bank’s books in the 
name of Cc. B. Wilfley, but in reality, it 
is said, were controlled by Imboden. 

Mr. Wilfley has stated that he never 
purchased or had any legal title to this 
stock.

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THE OBJECTIONS TO BLUE LAWS. 

Mrs. Richter’s protest against Dr. Palmore’s re- 
fiections upon the 5000 women, most of them wives 
and mothers, who signed the anti-Sunday law peti- 
tion, emphasizes the fact that there are thousands 
of good men and women who, prompted wholly by 
principle and honest convictions of sound public 
policy, oppose Sunday blue laws. 

Mrs. Richter and her associates are liberal in 
their views. Notwithstanding the strong argu- 
ments that might be advanced against the revival of 
obsolete Jaws which were long ago laid on the 
shelf as undemocratic, unwise and, unenforceable, 
they do not condemn Gov. Folk’s revival and at- 
tempted enforcement of these laws; they do not 
ask him to rescind his instructions to the police, 
or to change his policy; they merely protest against 
the Sunday closing laws and seek to have them 
repealed or so modified that they will not interfere 
with the personal liberties of the people and with 
their harmless daily customs and recreations. 

The charge made against prohibitory Sunday 
jaws directed’ against the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages is that they promote lawlessness, hypocrisy 
and intemperance. Their tendency is to cause im- 
morality rather than morality, and contempt 
rather than respect for law. 

The attempt to close saloons on Sunday in a 
great city never has been successful and never will 
be. The better class of saloons close and the dens 
evade the law. As ~ matter of fact it creates an 
Weal condition for graft. So many persons oppose 
the blue laws and regard them as unjust and ridicu- 
lous that the temptation to violate them is strong. 
The violation of them is so profitable that wide- 
Apread corruption usually results from the at- 
tempt to enforce them. It is so with all laws 


which do not deal with acts recognizeed as crimes 


in themselves, but are mere regulations of per- 
sonal conduct concerning acts that are harmless in 
ves. 

One of the strongest objections to prohibitory 
Sunday laws is the essential] injustice which arises 
from their attempted enforcement. They do not 
bear upon the whole community alike. The poor 
man’s beer garden is closed, but the rich man’s 
club is wide open. The poor man is deprived of his 
deer while the rich man can indulge without stint 
‘wm wine and highballs. Clubs are formed for the 
sole purpose of evading the laws which thus quickly 
fall into contempt and become the prolific cause of 
discontent, disorder and resentment. 

‘The regulative legislation of the State should be 
formed upon sound principles of liberty ta meet 
the needs of the people and never to compel all 


eitizens to conform to the narrow views of the one 


of citizens. The regulative laws should be

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THE AQUAMETER, 
A new apparatus, the “‘aquameter 
vised for assisting in the compilation’ 
forecasts. In such work it is pointed out that a 
very important factor is not taken sufficiently into 
consideration. This is the exactitude of the percent- 
age of aqueous vapor in the approaching winds. The 
barometor gives some such indication, put the height 
of the tarometer depends on wind pressure and tem- 
perature, as well as on mofsture. The wet and dry- 
bulb thermometers constitute an antiquated instru- 
ment and are not sufficiently rellabie,-as their va- 
riation depends on erratic circumstances and their 
indications are not represented in actual percentages 
of aqueous vapor. Rain results when an atmosphere | 
nearly saturated with aqueous vapor becomes lowered 
in temperature. The nearness or otherwise of a 
wind to ite saturation point is, therefore, a most 
important question. It has had to be determined 
hitherto by recourse to elaborate apparatus, including 
a chemical balance, and therefore, out of the usual 
province of a meteorologist. By using the aqua- 
meter, hewever, which is a simple instrument. the 
exact percentage of aqueous vapor can be obtained. 
By the opening and shutting of two taps and the 
raisiug and lowering of a mercury reservoir, a meas- 
ured quantity of air is drawn into a glass vessel, 
4nd placed in contact with anhydrous phosphoric 
acid, which is a rapid water absorbent. The rise 
of mercury in the narrow glass stem of the vessel 
then gives the exact percentage of the aqueous 
vepor in the air.

Mrs. Richter’s protest against Dr. Palmore’s re- 
flections upon the 5000 women, most of them wives 
and mothers, who signed the anti-Sunday law peti- 
tion, emphasizes the fact that there are thousands 
of good men and women who, prompted wholly by 
principle and honest convictions of sound public 
policy, oppose Sunday blue laws. 

Mrs. Richter and her associates are liberal in 
their views. Notwithstanding the strong argu- 
ments that might be advanced against the revival of 
Wbsolete laws which were long ago laid on the 
shelf as undemocratic, unwise and, unenforceable, 
they do not condemn Goy. Folk’s revival and at- 
tempted enforcement of these laws; they do not 
ask him to rescind his instructions to the police, 
or to change his policy; they merely protest against 
the Sunday closing laws and seek to have them 
repealed or so modified that they will not interfere 
with the personal liberties of the people and with 
their harmless daily customs and recreations.

By the opening and shutting of two taps and the 
raisiug and lowering of a mercury reservoir, a meas- 
ured quaihtity of air is drawn Into a glass vessel, 
and placed in contact with anhydrous phosphoric 
acid, which is a rapid water absorbent. The rise 
of mercury in the narrow glass stem of the vesse! 
then gives the exact percentage of the aqueous 
vepor in the air.

Such spores and germs are always pres- 
ent in the air and always falling on de- 
caying animal and vegetable matter. 
As soon as they fall and begin to grow 
they force it into a state of high fer- 
mentation, which, when it is set up in 


the human body, is felt as fever. If 
a million of such germs fall where 
there is no dead matter, warm and 
moist, to enable them to multiply, there 
is no fermentation’‘and they finally dle. 
In a perfectly healthy human body, 
they would die in the same way. They 


cause fermentation. The healthy activi- 
ties of the body would disorganize them. 
But when the body is weakened by 
“catching cold,” or in any one of many 
ways which put it, in whole or part, 
below the level of life at its normal 
rate, the spore of fermentation finds 
dead matter in the system on which it 
can take hold and germs multiply until 
the fermentation is felt in fever, which 


if the germs come from animal decay,’ 


is likely to be.of the most deadly kind. 

There are as many ways imaginable 
in which such germs can be carried as 
there kinds of disorders. The one re- 
liable way of*keeping them in their own 
place as scavengers, hastening the de- 
cay of all forms of ‘“rottenness,’’ is 
first to remove as far away as possible 
everything which is most likely to rot 
rapidly, especially if it has had animal 
life in it. After that, the rest is to 
be done by keeping the human system 
in good order with the certainty that 
the system which is in the best order 
is least likely to be a place for breeding 
germs which set the blood to ferment- 
ing in dangerous fevers.

Most people, I think, are affected by 
the weather.

Two St. Louis Ob Concerns and | 
One of Lexington, Ky., Com- 
bine as World’s Largest. 


CAPITAL IS SIX MILLIONS 


Negotiations, Begun by St. 
Louisans in January, Com- 
pleted Saturday. 


Details for the 
North American Investment ( the 
Colonial Security Co. of St. Louis and 
the Southern Mutual Bond and Invest- 
ment Co. of Lexington, Ky., were com- 
pleted Saturday. 

With the merger of the three compa- 
nies St. Louis has the largest bond in- 
vestment company in the. world. 

The new company will begin business 
at once in the Colonial Security Build- 
ing. A. 8S. Bowman, former general 
manager of the Southern Mutual, wil! 
head the new enterprise. 

The capital of the combined companies 
will be $325,000. with combined assets of 
$6,000,000, 

A reduction of operating expenses and 
a greater prestige arising from the com- 
bined assets are the reasons given for 
the merger. 

Negotiations from the combination of 
the three companies have been tn pro- 
gress since January, and in March the 
, consolidation would have been effected 
for a trivial misunderstanding 
among the promoters and the North 
American Investment Co. 

Another new plan of procedure 
been suggested, which resu'ted in 
consummation of the deal Saturday. 

The second attempt to merge the three 
companies was taken up by the South- 
ern Mutual through their attor ney, 
Henry C. Offenbacher of St. Louis. who 
successfully conducted the negotiations 
until the consummation of the deal. 

The origin of the plan whereby 
consolidation was perfected was sug- 
ested in June by B. L. Hanna. a 8t. 
Auis stock broker. 

The Colonial Security Co. has been in 
operation for 13 years, the North Amori- 
can four years. The Southern Mutual. 
previous to the merger, did not do busi- 
ness in this State. 

The merger was originally promoted 
in January by Moses Greenwood Jr.

The dog's cries of agony, as it ran, 4 
mass of flame, down the street, aroused 
the entire town and great anger was 
aroused by the fearful prank. 

The boys had tied a can to the dogs 
tall, but the animal lacked suffictent 
spirit to run with it. Then one of them 
brought a can of turpentine and sat- 
urated the dog’s hair with it. The bit- 
ing ol] aroused the animal as hie tor- 
mentors had hoped, and the suggestion 
of applying a match was made by one 
of the boys apd followed by another. 

Justice Durges of Eureka told Prose- 
éuting Attorney Johnston that he heard 
the dog’s howls of pain in the vicinity 
of the Frisco depot, and that it was 
wrapped in flames when he artived. 
Station Agent Morris extinguished the 
fire with several buckets of water, at 
the same time putting out a blaze be- 
peath the station platform, where the 
animai had, crawled. 

The dog ran half a mile, cfawied into 
a cellar and died.

SEEKS CATHEDRAL MODEL 


Touring Isle With W. J. Kin- 
sella, He Is Feted at All 
Principal Places. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 19.—Archbishop Joun 
J. Glennon of St. Louis, accompanied by 
Ww. J. Kinsella, a director of the Louls- 
jana Purchise Exposition, is at present 
touring Ireland, inspecting the principal 
Irish churches to get ideas for use in 
building a cathedral at St. Louz:is. The 
Archbishop feted everywhere, and 
has created a must agreeable impres- 
sion by his unaffected simplicity and 


geniality. 

IIe has been studying the Irish ques- 
tion on the spot, and spoke in terms of 
warmest culugy of the work done by 
the Irish parliamentary party. On the 
subject of Irish emigration, he said: 

‘There is a future before your coun- 
try, and I can see no reason in the 
world why young men and young wom- 
en should leave their own country to 
week a living outside Ireland, for’ their 
prospects are much better on their own 
land than on foreign shores, 

“You hear a great deal about the suc- 
cessful emigrant, but you hear very 
little of the hundreds who do not suc- 
ceed. 

“Your country is capable of develop- 
ment; let your young people stay at 
home and develop it; so they will do the 
right thing for themselves and for their 
country at the same time.” 


FOLK SCOR 
THE LOBBYIS 


Governor Says Professionals 
Should Be Scourged From 
Legislature. 


PETERSBURG. IL, Aug. 19.—In a 
speech before the Old Salem Chautau- 
qua, Gov. Folk declared that one of 
the greatest evils in legislation is the 
granting of railroad passes to lawmak- 
ers. He said professional lobbyists 
should “be scourged from legislative 
halls.”’ 

Recent convictions for bribery and 
grafting in different parts of the coun- 
try, he said, were evidence of a moral 
awakening. 

“The people are demanding that. of- 
fice be held as a public trust and not 
as a private snap. Even now the dol- 
lar is not as potent as it used to be.
